The  opera  is  the  story  of  an  ill- 
omened  love  affair.  Carmen,  played 
by  Wendy  Hoffman,  is  a free-spirited 
gypsy  who  falls  in  love  with  a cor- 
poral — Don  Jose,  played  by  John 
Swenson. 

In  Act  I,  Carmen  sings  in  the  Hab- 
anera of  love  being  like  a bird  that 
one  cannot  cage. 

Alas,  though  Don  Jose  deserts  the 
army  to  join  his  love  Carmen  and  her 
disreputable  band  of  smuggler 
friends,  he  eventually  stifles  her 
with  his  dominant  love. 

In  Act  III,  scene  I,  Carmen’s  death 
is  foreshadowed.  Frasquita  and 
Mercedes,  her  two  gypsy  friends,  tell 
their  fortunes  from  cards.  The  two 
girls  find  love  and  money  in  their 
cards  — Carmen  finds  only  death. 

In  the  final  scene,  Don  Jose  re- 
turns to  Carmen’s  side  after  a short 
absence  only  to  find  that  she  has 
taken  up  with  Escamillo,  played  by 
Hector  Vasquez. 

When  Carmen  refuses  to  run  away 
with  him,  Don  Jose  threatens  her. 
Carmen  stands  her  ground. 

Don  Jose  follows  through  with  his 
threat,  draws  his  knife,  and  stabs  his 
love,  mortally  wounding  her.

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The  Senior  Capping  Ceremony  for  Worcester  State  College’s  class  of  1990  was  held  on  Sunday,  November  5,  1989,  in  the 
lullivan  Auditorium. 

A tradition  which  few  colleges  still  observe,  began  in  the  1920’s  when  the  college  was  dedicated  exclusively  to  educating 
hose  interested  in  careers  as  teachers. 

Paul  Joseph,  Associate  Dean  of  Student  Affairs,  spoke  about  the  tradition  of  capping.  He  explained  the  significance  of 
he  cap,  gown,  and  hood.  Joseph  said  that  the  cap,  or  mortar  board  as  its  called,  has  roots  in  medieval  history.  A piece  of 
[lortar  board  then  symbolized  an  apprentice  going  on  to  the  status  of  journeyman  and  is  now  the  symbol  of  a student’s 
ransition  to  an  educated  worker. 

The  gown  was  necessary  to  medieval  scholars  to  show  that  they  had  faculty  status. 

The  hood  was  used  to  protect  those  scholars  who  traveled  in  the  bad  weather.  Now  the  hood  symbolizes  the  degree  of 
sarning  that  the  person  wearing  it  has  achieved.  For  example,  brown  symbolizes  Fine  Arts;  copper  is  for  Business  and 
iccounting;  and  silver  is  for  an  honorary  degree.

final  record  of  4 wins  and  5 losses. 
RECORDS  BROKEN 

Quarterback,  Billy  Polymeros 
completed  80  passes  for  1,271  yards, 
which  were  both  new  school  rec- 
ords. Bill  King  caught  23  passes  in 
the  1989  season,  breaking  the  rec- 
ord previously  held  by  Mike  Jen- 
kins’ 19  passes  caught. 

Paul  Lambert  updated  most  kick- 
off return  yards  with  276  in  a sea- 
son and  427  in  a career.  Pat 
Flaherty  ended  up  with  65  punts  in 
a season  and  1,933  punt  yards  in  a 


season.  There  were  also  many  other 
team  records  set  by  the  1989  Lancer 
football  team. 

LOOKING  TO  1990 

Now  that  the  Lancers  have  gained 
valuable  experience,  they  will  use  it 
next  year  to  be  a serious  threat  to  all 
teams  crossing  their  path.  With  a re- 
turning offensive  line  led  by  senior 
captain  Billy  Polymeros  at  quarter- 
back, the  team  should  see  some  re- 
sults. Also  returning  to  the  offensive 
line  are  the  three  primary  receivers 
of  Polymeros’  passes:  Bill  King,  John 
Caouette,  and  Andy  MarcAurele. 
There  are  also  many  other  returning 
veterans  that  will  contribute  to  the 
hopeful  winning  season  of  the  Lan- 
cers. 

Gary  Donahue,  returning  senior 
captain,  has  a positive  outlook  for 
1990.  “We  lost  a lot  of  key  players  in 
our  defensive  line,  but  we  have  a 
solid  linebacking  core  and  plenty  of 
veteran  defensive  backs  returning 
who  will  be  looked  upon  to  take 
charge  of  defense. 

The  Worcester  State  College  Lanc- 
ers will  open  the  season  against  Wor- 
cester Polytechnical  Institute  at 
7:30  p.m.  on  September  7,  1990.  This 
is  the  first  time  these  two  inter  city 
rivals  will  meet  and  it  should  make 
an  exciting  game.
